Mr. Dus- 
ning testified that there was a deficit ef $5,056 63 in 
the ensh accenat of Mr. Mclaughlin, and that during 
the last two days of his stay im the office he made no 
@mtry at all of the receipts—§1, 100. 

Some of the olerks were not sworn. Whea Mr. 
Dunning frst took the office, he opened the office to 
the pablicat 7 o'clock inthe morning. The hour for 
closing varied with che length of the day. The clerks 
went there some two or two hours and a balf before 
day te distribute. He was there gcnerally himself of 
@ morning, but hardly everat night. J nning. 
Jr.. Mr. Woodward, and Mr. Parks slept in fhe Post- 
office. Employees remained in the office after It was 
closed to the public, and it was open to them all the 
time if they had keys. 

The salary of the Postmaster $4,000; that bf the 
Assistant $800. The Postmaster was absent from the 
10th of December to the 18th of December, 1870, and 
19 days in May, 187%. Daring his absence, James 
Dunning, Jr., officiated. No one but the Postmaster 
an@ McLaughlin bad access to the safe. The Assist- 
ast Postmaster did not know the combination to open 
it. Postmaster deposited money order fund ia bank, 
and Assistant (his son) during his absence. 

The Postmaster made remittances ; during his ab-. 
sence, his sondid so according to his instructions. The 
Postmaster Gid not require thé money order clerk to 
deposit the money order funds in bank or remit it 
to New York. He would not allow amy ene to check 
funds out of the bank for him. 

The post-office regulations makes It the duty of the 
Postthaster to make out the weekly balance of the 
money order furad, but he authorizes the money order 
clerk to make it out for him. 

The Postmaster signs the weekly statements, and 
did sign all, except in some instances, where he au- 
thorized his sonto do eo. The money-order funds 
were brought by route agents to post-office, and hand- 
ed to H. C. Holcombe, who made a record of date, 
office and amount, and then passed them, unopened, 
to money-order elerk. Milledgeville was the only 
office that sent packages unsea ed. Frequently he 
opened the packages with McLaughlig. . The certifi- 
cates corr spond in number, date, amount, etc., with 
the stub’s book. He did not knew of any variation 
between them. The investigation toek place with the 
cash book and weekly statements, The money-order 
receipts varied from $100 to $6,000 per day. 

Tie had access at al] times to the books and money 
of the money order clerk. 

JW0 deposits were made in bank from the %th to the 
Zit of December, on account of Christmas and holi- 
days, and the 2d and 3d of January, 1871. Mr. Me- 
Laughlin was absent part of one day and all the mext 
day, about the $d and 4th of January. 

The reason why more money was deposited on the 
4th than the cash book showed was becguse the money 

packages had accumalated during MeLaugblin's 
a . They were received and retained by Mr. 
Holeombe unopened until Mr. McLaughlin retarned. 
When no deposits were made in bank, the money was 
kept In the safe. 

After MeLaughlin went off, the Pestmaster opened 
the safe, and found al! his books there. He also found 
about $200 of the money order fuads, and about $600 
of general post office funds, arising from box rents, 
stamped ernvevipes, etc. Did not count the money.

Paul Romare, -keeper of A ta National 


Bank, testified that the Postmaster deposited the Post- 
office fands in that baak.

The deposits averaged between $7,000 and $10,0C0 
per week. 

A e@heck on the bank, drawn by J. L. Dunning, De 
eember 31, 1870, for $58 97 in favor of E. A. Me- 
Lasghiin, was offered in evidence. 

The Postmaster testified that McLanghlin was al- 
lowed $700 from the general post-office faad, drawn 
by checks, and $600 from money order fund, which he 
teok from the fund and charged himself with.
